try ’s reaction in these words: 
"We have been shocked by the 
experience abroad. The phenom­ 
enon of a drug which may cause 
widespread m alform ation if in­ 
fants has not been previously re­ 
ported in the history of m edi­ 
cine.” 
M ort im portant, the reaction 
was not lim ited to words. The 
prescription 
d r u g 
industry 
moved swiftly to expand the 
lim its of scientific knowledge to 
further protect American m oth­ 
ers against any possibility of 
drug-connected infant m alform ­ 
ations. The Association’s board 
of directors im m ediately auth­ 
orized the establishm ent and fi­ 
nancing of a Commission on 
Drug Safety, which will have 
com plete independence. It con­ 
sists of 13 medical scientists of 
the highest stand,ng. including 
specialists in medicine, toxicol­ 
ogy, physiology, genetics, and 
other disciplines. It is authorized 
to enlist additional scientists and 
to employ whatever laborator­ 
ies are required to carry out its 
assignm ent m ade a v a i l a b l e 
throughout tht world.

There 
is no alternative to this lf m e­ 
dical science is to advance and 
new medicines are to be found. 
The hum an tests are made, at 
first, on a sm all num ber of peo­ 
ple. If the drug seems safe and 
effective, it is tried on a wider 
supervision.

Cucumber-Mly 
Just exactly how does Madame 
Visutr go about making a flower 
from a vegetable? Consider the 
case 
of 
the 
svelte cucumber 
from which Madame makes an 
even more svelte lily-form. First, 
as in the sketches in Figure I, 
she cuts a cucumber in half 
crossways. Each half cucumber 
will be made into one flower. 


She starts with one of the 
halves, pending off the green out­ 
er skin and marking, with the 
tip of the knife, (see sketch 3) 
the outlines of three petals. Each 
is curved at the tip, its b a s e as 
wide as 1/3 of the circumfer­ 
ence of the cucumber. The top 
view is shown in sketch 4.

For such a rose she selects a 
large radish that is deep from 
lop to bottom Beginning at th# 
bottom, she makes rows of slit#

Then, from another, smaller ra­ 
dish. she cuts very thin, cross­ 
ways slices, as shown in sketch

Tue 
top view of the rose is shown 
in sketch *> and you’ll agree that 
it looks like the real thing 
Madame Visiter shows a great 
deal of imagination in vising veg­ 
etables for flower forms for who 
but she would realize that the 
in-curve of a pepper resembles 
the curving spathe of an anthuri­ 
um or patent leather flower. lied 
peppers are almost the exact 
color of anthurium blooms too, 
and 
a 
bit of white turnip is 
fashioned easily into the spadix 
or upright part of the flower. 
There also are white flowered 
anthuriums and for these Ma­ 
dame uses the curves to be found 
in the broad lower midriff of a 
leaf of Chinese cabbage A piece 
of carrot is used for the spadix 
in th!* case. 
Pepper-anthurium 
Look 
carefully at a 
pepper 
[(Figure 3. sketch I) and you ll 
see that its sides curve both out­ 
ward and Inward. Sketch 2 shows 
(the in-curves 
from 
which 
elongated heart-shaped piece is 
cut as iii sketch 3. Sketch 4 
1 shows that piece removed from 
the pepper; sketch 5 a piece of 
[white turnip; sketch 6 how the 
bit of turnip looks after it has 
been “sculptured.” The finished 
anthurium, with spadix (A) at­ 
tached to spathe (Bl where the 
two lobes of the heart meet, 
then the complete flower attach­ 
ed to a rather slender celery 
stem (C) in shown in sketch 7.

At this stage it might be call­ 
ed a water lily and used in an 
arrangement propped from be­ 
low so it rests on the surface of 
the water, the way water lilies 
grow. However, when it is im 
paled on a celery stem (sketch 
7), it looks like a lotus-holding 
i t * blooms high above the water. 


Radish-cactua 
Precisely the same steps are 
used in making cactus flowers 
as have been described for mak­ 
ing a lotus bloom. The difference 
is in the vegetable used, for Ma­ 
dame uses a radish for the small 
cactus flower First she peels it 
as show n in sketches I and 2 of 
Figure 6 
Then she cuts each 
petal as shown in sketches 3 and 
4 to make the flower shown in 
sketch 5 which has only one row 
of petals. Additional rows will. 
of course, make a much fuller 
cactus bloom. Several of these 
small flowers are atta* bed, one 
at the tip and others along the 
side of a celery’ stem to simu­ 
l a t e the normal growth of flow 
ers on sever*! type* of cacti. 


There must, of course, be leav­ 
es to go with the flowers and 
Madame makes at least three 
different 
kinds. 


All the flower forms that have 
been 
shown here 
are only

by 
Madame VMsutr Arthayukti. She 
also carves gerberas from red 
peppers, makes 
tritoma-
